For wanting Exphs. bium to draw forth ftings out of 
the fiefh;he did inftead thereof take from the Hives 
Pivpolis , that which Bees make at the mouth of 
their Hives to keep out the cold. : 
Thefe Sutcedanta are now more neceffary then 
ever they were » both becaufe at this day we want 
many of thofe fimples which ancient Phyficians did 
preícribe, and made ufe of , being they were fup- 
plied with a plentifull and fertile increafe thereof 
in their own Courtreys Eaftern and Forraigne 5 
aad alfo for that couniterfeitand (by the crafty in* 
vention of Jews and Merchants) adulterate Medi- 
ines are tranfported, which if we reje& , we mult 
of neceflity fubfticute others in the place thereof 5 
:befides many ancient fimple Medicaments,former- 
ly well known; and very common’, are at this day 
éxolete, and grown out of knowleoge. Very many 
‘ifefull compofitions were devifed and found out 
‘By the Arabiaüs, and moft foveraigne remedies of 
great ufe among them , the Simples whereof (by 
"reufon of the barbaroufnefle of their terms ) are 


‘altogether unknown unto us. For we are ignorant] | 


"what they mean- by thofe uncouth frange names: 
or ele want the Simples themfelves, | 
«Bat in the choice and -ufe of- thefe $uecedámea 
thar meft pernicious cuftome among Phylidars 1 
défervealy <a Ee retected y which hath now fo 
macy été heen much m vfe,though to the grea 
prejudke and wrong of Patients; mM weh Vx 
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compounding Medicines , they confufedly mingle 
all fuch Drugs which are commended or prefcri- 
bed ufefull in fuch a difeafe to be applied to the 
part aflected,or but foveraine for fome fymptome 5 
fo thac having made ufe of all of the fame quality, 
they have not left unprefcribed one Herbe or Drug 
which may be uled initead of another 5 whereas, if 
they would content themfelves with one; two, or 
three Herbs,the Apothecary would never be defti- 
tute of Sywccedanea , But becaufe quantity will be 
neceffary, for one handfull adde two 5-fór two, 
three or foure, &c. Hence will enfoe a double be- 
netic; firft, the more certain working of the Phy- 
ficke, and a*more ealte and fpeedy preparing there- 
of ; and fecondly, the greateft grace of his Art,the 
Phyfitian will appeare to abound with variety of 
Drugs and Succedanea, when in his Recipies he can 
double, vary, and changé his Drugs,and to under 
ftand more then the ordinary fort of Mountebanks 
and Empericks. As for example,if in his decoction 
he hath prefcribed Borrage , but in defect thereof 
fabfiitutes wild Buglofie or contra ; again if garden 
Endive be wanting, to prefcribe the Juice or Sy- 
rope thereof, if Succory be not to be had, to pre- 


fcribe Lyons tongue or Broad-leafe , for ground 
Pine,Germander,or contrary 5. but what fhalt the 
Apothecary doe , if he preicribe ali Dries m one 
and the fame Recipe ? certainly it will prove no o- 
ther then that Poeticall Chaos , a rude and indige- 
fied lump. 7 
Let them confider and continually call to mind 
that of V:Hanovaaus ; it is deceit, coufenage to 
ufe compounds where fimples may be eafily had. 
Let them leave of that bad cufiome, and/avoyd 
it as a danzerous rocke ; let them likewife beware 
of naughty, coverous, difhoneft, unlearned, and 
unfkWfall Apothecaries, who greedy of wealth and

profit, commend an hodge-podge of even halfe 

rotten and putrified Drugs. Some do this that they 

_ may boaft their ftore , or elfe out of ignorance or 
pride; and if any learned Phyfitians do igit is that 
they may not feem tobe lefle experienced in the 
knowledge of Drugs thea in the vertne and. ufe 
thereof. | 

Laftly, fince there are fome wholome and fit 
compofitions , by experience and reafon received 
and approved, invented by ancient Phyfitians, we 
ought to fearch out , approve, and provide fome 
Succedanea, that fo foveraigne and excellent medi- 
cines may be prepared , which in that refpect are 
rio waies to be refufed and rejected , becaufe with 
fuch good fuccefle (ome &uccedanea , norinferiour 
to the fimples prefcribed; may with equall beneht 
accomplith and effect all the promifes of genuine 
or naturall Phyfickee. - 
Let your Swccedanea be as neere as may be, of j* 

the fame genus and fpecies, nature and kind.
